LLOYD GEORGE MAY GIVE HINT 


OF PRICE HUN MUST PAY ALLIES 


Is Scheduled lo Address 


Parliament on Work 


At Paris.

Details ot the procedure to be obseiv- 
ed at the historic meeting of alliefl and 
German representatives at Versailles a 
week Irom Friday aic being worked out 
by the allied delegations to the peace 
conference. 
It is improbable that the 


world will know the exact demands ot 
the associated governments until after 
the Teutons have been lormally up- 
praised of the price of peace. 
It seems, however, that not only ail 


the allied governments but the govern 
ments'of those countries which severed 
relations with Get many but did not en- 
ter the war, will be informed as to the 
details of the prepared treaty tor this, 
purpose. 
It is Iil.ely that a secret 


plenaiy session of the peace conference 
will be held before April 25. All Eng 
land is waiting with intense interest the 
address which Premier David Lloyd 
George will make in the house of com 
mons today. 
Lloyd Geoige had been 


under fire trom politicians for some time 
and the Northchfr'e publications have 
been especially vigoiout, m their attacks 
on his reported activities at Paris and 
he is expected to reply to his critics. 
It is> improbable, however, that he will 
do more than outline m mo&t general 
terms the work that has been clone by 
the peace conference, their being, it :s 
Lloyd George, President Wilson anj 
saul, a tacit understanding between 
Lloyd George, President \\ il?on and 
Premier Clemenceau and Orlando that 
no details are to be made public at pres- 
ent. The fact that the British premier 
had decided to open the debate in the 
house of comjnors, however, would ap- 
pear to indicate his readiness to defend 
his work at Paris, and his defense may 
bring out some significant statement. 


The council of four in which Arthur 


J. Balfour, British secretary of state for 
foreign affairs, has temporarily taken 
the place of Premier Lloyd George, is 
at prese'nt devoting itself to efforts to 
settle tlie controversy between Italy and 
Jugo-Slavia relative to the eastern shore 
of the Adriatic. 
In addition to this, it

Agency dispatch that the Schleswig- 
Holstein problem in which Denmark 
and Germany are at odds had been ad- 
justed by the arrangement for a refer- 
endum to the people of th eprov ince. 


Violent fighting has occurred at 


Munich between German government 
and Soviet troops, the latter seeming to 
have won at least a. temporary victory. 


» It is probable, however, that the battle 


will be renewed, the government forces 
having been reinforced. 
Anarchy is 
said to reign in the city. Government 
troops also have been engaged in quite 
serious encounters at Magdeburg, where 
radical elements which have been in 
control for the last few days are report 
ed to have been defeated. 
Labor 


troubles are still prevalent throughout 
western Germany. 


Rumanian forces in Bessarabia have 


been forced to retire before Russian 
soviet troops and further north the 
army of Simon Petlura, the peasant 
leader of the Ukraine, have been driven 
westward a considerable distance. In 
these regions the Russian Bolshcvilii 
are making a desperate attempt to cut 
a way through to Hungary so that they 
may join their comrades in Budapest. 
Cswch forces are reported in di.*>p itches 
from Warsaw to have crossed the line 
of demarcation fixed by the allied mis- 
sion in Stle.sia where the Czechs und 
Poles claim territory. A clash along the 
Polish frontier is s>aid to have resulted 
in casualties.
